'Tteci strati on of Export Contracts’ as contained In paragraphs 56 to 64 of Part 'B' 
Section 1 of the Import Trade Control Policy CRed Book—’Col, II) for April 1973— 
March 1974, published under the Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No. 46-ITC 
(PN)/73 dated 2nd April, 197,3. 

2. Paragraph 69 of the said provisions reads as under: — 

“If du’’lng the currency of the rem'-tered contract, there is an increase in 
the nercontace of imoort replenishment from a particular date, the 
benefit of such Increase will also be allowed atfain.st the exports made 
in the execution of '■neh rceistered eontract on or after the said date’’. 

3. In this connection. It may he clarified that, In the event of any subsequent 
reduction in the increased percentnee of import replenishment, there would not 
be any protection for continnance of imoort repleni.shment at the increased rate. 
In such cases, the exporters will therefore, he eligible for the rate of Import 
replenishment as permiscibie on the ds*e pf the registered contract or the rate 
obtaining pn the date of export made In execution of the contract, whichever is 
higher^
